rE arc letting our 
minds revolve

Because 
He is holy, He desires Hia 
people to be holy. Because He is all-powerful He 
IS able to impart His power that they may be holy. 
Wc have seen thai because He is holy no com- 
promise with evil is possible to Him; and last week 
1 said that the barriers to Holiness are all on man's 
side. To-day I want to say something more about 
these barriers. 

When the work of God in making His own 
people holy is frustrated, this is because of opposi- 
tion in the individual soul. 

While there remains in us anything that is op- 
posed to God's work of restoration, the provision 
that He has made for our Holiness is rendered null 
and void. 

WEAKENING OF WILL-POWER 

All the chief obstacles to Holiness centre around 
the attitude of the individual will. 

Alas! alas! sin has hurled terrible destruction 
upon the human race by its direct attack upon the 
will. 

The weakening of will power through sin is seen 
not only in the helpless bondage of the sinner to 
his sin, but in ineffective personality, lack of initia- 
tive, dearth of originality, .scant achievement- Will 
power alone can impel the concentration of purpose 
and the hard work, without which the trust of latent 
power within cannot be developed. 

Michael Angeio's frescoes on the ceilings of the 
Sistine Chapel (the chapel of the Pope in the Vati- 
can at Rome) are judged to be the mightiest and 
most perfect series of paintings the work has known. 
These were achieved by a supreme effort of will 
power. 

On March 10. 1508, the artist wrote, "To-day, 
I, Michael Angelo, sculptor, began the painting of 
the Chapel." For four years he worked in secret, 
beset by endless difficulties. To paint was new to 
him, for he had won fame as a sculptor, and he 
had to learn the technique as he worked, lying, 
for the greater part of the time, flat on his back 
on the scaffolding. Relatives were worrying him 
for money, which he was unable to send; the Pope 
who had commissioned him for the task, became 
impatient at his slowness and threatened to have 
him thrown from the top of his scaffolding; but 
Michael Angelo had the will power to convert the 
noble fancies of his brilliant mind into realities in 
the face of every difficulty. After four years, ex- 
hausted by his labors and ill satisfied with the re- 
sult, he allowed his scaffolding to be taken down 
on All Saints' Day, 1512. His task was finished 
and is unique in the world to-day, because he had 
the will power to develop the gift and the vision 
that God had entrusted to him. 

Because their wills are too weak to develop 
the special gifts that God has given them to enrich 



the world, many people drift through life passively 
acceptitig the influences that come to them from 
v/ithout. They think as others think, do as othera 
do, and their individual life — heart, mind, and 
spirit — remains stunted and feeble. What they, and 
they only, might do in the world remains undone. 

A wise teacher has said, "That which eaeh can 
do best, none but his Maker can teach him. No 
man yet knows what it is, nor can, till that person 
has exhibited it." 

God's work of restoration, in the heart and life 
of the one who has turned to Him, provides a 
remedy for the will that has been weakened and 
dwarfed during the reign of sin in the heart. 
SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY 

When a man becomes saved, his will power is 
revived. The whole man is born again. He has 
now a sense of responsibility and accountability to 
God, and becomes conscious of the worth and 
power of his own life. He sees the ahamefulness of an 
aimless life, and feels that it is his bounden duty 
to shape his course. "My life shall be a real life 
wholly lived in Thee," declared St. Augustine at 
the time of his great awakening. 

Many men and women kneeling at our peniterit- 
forms (some of them renouncing habits of drink, 
reckle.'ssness, and wantonness) arise with that same 
determination in their hearts — 

"My life shall be a real life wholly lived in 
Thee." I would that they, and all Converts and 
lovers of God, should press forward, resolved not 
to fall short of God's will for them — the Blessing 
of a Clean Heart. 

The only hope for the one sorely tempted lies 
in the transformation of the will by the power of 
God. The only hope for the one who would truly 
be Cod's messenger to man lies in this same trans- 
formation of the will. This work of transformation 
begins at conversion. It is completed in the per- 
fect union of the will with God's will. The com- 
plete restoration of the will is only possible with 
the alert attentiveness of love. 

If you would attain Holiness, your will must be 
directed against ,iin, and above all, you must attack 
the sinfulness of your own heart. 

Oh, there are many sincere but unenlightened 
people who go boldly into the world's arenas to 
attack sin, people who attack sin mercilessly in 
others, but who fail to realize that before they can 
become effecti%'e channels for the Holy Spirit they 
must attack the sin and the sinfulness of their own 
heart. 

When the fight begins within himself,

A iiiMJc voice double quartet Ih 
preferable; for balance, tuning, and 
confidence is more easiily awiulrcd by 
n party ut eight singers than by a 
])arty cf lour. 

Cure and (houglit siiould br exor- 
ci.scd in Ihe i^clcction of tlia Kingers. 
The instrumental soloists oi the Band, 
the Band Locais. or even the Band- 
master may not poss'^sa the niOKl suit- 
able voices. Give some consideration 
to those who are Bomelimes thought 
to he unlikely men. A man may 
make a very poor "show"' as a solo- 
ist, and yet make an excellent mem- 
ber of u Singing Party. Indeed, the 
man with the strikinp: voice otlen 
spoils the effect of good part-shiging, 

A Vocal Party formed merely for 
tliu iJurpuL,c of "illiing In" a pronram 
will have a short and uninieresting 
existence. Its Jriaiigiirntion nui.st Iir, 
taken .wrloniily and with ciitlinsiasm. 
Uehenrsnla must be as veguliir as the 
Band jiractlccs. and no attempt should 
lie made to sing fn public until tho 
Party has n degree of conlldenco. 
One or twn obviously iinsuccessfnl 
attempts aooii dampen the ardour of 
enthusiastic vocalists.

The more simple 
Ihev are, the more scope tor cltec- 
live sinsini^- A good sons docs not 
nec-^sarilv depend upon involved 
harmonies nor inlricato ornamental 
pasaages. There arc scores of songs 
written for male ^-oices published by 
the Jliisiea! Deparlment, but poBsibly 
onlv a very few will suit your parly. 
The range, harmony, and character of ;;^ ^,^ Hero 
the song must all he lakou into con- m-i'"'!'''- "f 
birtcnilioa. Some songs liavc a. 
stronger apiit^al to both singers and 
licarcru than others. Some of the 
aid ballads ot war days, for instance, 
how they ••caught on." In the iiar- 
ratk-iooiii at the close o( the day, 
aftei the conversation had died down, 
sonic one wouhl start a melody, and 
in .1 few moments the whole company 
«ould soon be singing anil with strik- 
ing effect. As a rule. It was the same 
dith every time, with very little 
meaning or Interest in the words, per- 
haps bur (he singing brought a fresh 
Lh>Min and not a little comfort on 
oath occasion. Why not cultivate a 
similar interest and effect with the 
Partj s songs. If the song is one 
that appeals to the soul and stirs the 
oiuotious. it ntiist lir«t so ni'fcct the 
piil.r^er-s IliruiHflve.K, for ir Ibey fail in 
appreciate its message it is not likely 
(0 h.nve any special attraction to the 
hearers. 

Contrast and variety In the char- 
acter oE the songs sunsr are great 
helps iowarrfs keepinc up tho interest 
ot siagers and iislcuers.
